8 GEORGIA ROADS 
CHOSEN BY BOARD 


Every Federal Aid High- 
way in United States In- 
cluded in System of 
Good Roads. 


Washington, August 
Fifty thousand mifes of roads, honey- 
combing the United States from the 
Canadian border to the gulf coast 
and from thé Atlantic to the Pacific, 
were selected today by the s>xint board 
on interstate highways as “United 
States highways’ to be c-signated 
with uniform road markers. 

The actual grouping of these roads 
into main arterial highways was 
abandoned today by the full commit- 
tee and was turned over to a_ sub- 
committee, which, after making tenta- 
tive designations, will submit recom- 
mendations to the various states for 
approval. 

All Federal Aid Roads Included. 

Every federal aid highway i.. the 
United States is included in the sys- 
tem, which provides for no through 
routes, but embraces every. state 
capital and most points cf national 
and sectional interest. 

When the routing of the highways 
is completed they will be numbered 
so that tourists traveling on any 
road may know from its number the 
territory through which he is passing 
and where he is going. The routes 
also will be posted with uniform 
signs informing the ‘traveler’ of 
curves, Trailroad crossings and other 
conditions of the rozd. 

U. S. Shield Is Marker. 


The markers, which will show moa- 
torists their routes, will be the shield 
of the United States bearing the num- 
ber of the road, the state in whieh 
the sign is posted, and the letters 
“U. 8.” 

The exact routing of the main 
highwats will not be determined «w- 
til the subcommittee makes its _rec- 
ommendations to the various state 
highway officials, who will have the 
power to make minor changes. The 
routing will be guided mainly by met- 
ropolitan cities, state capitals, resorts 
and points of general interest. 

No new rond eonstruction is’ in- 
volved in the system other than roads 
now planned under the federal aid 
program. ‘The board has no power 
to’maintain the roads or to make any 
alteration in the present regular high- 
ways, but will devote its funds to 
the purchase of the signs. 

The system literally forms a net- 
work over the entire country, includ- 
ing -stretches extending over several 
states, along with short spurs of only 
a few miles. Under the plan of the 
board a motorist at any point in the 
United States can be constantly in- 
‘formed of his location by the markers 
which will be posted at frequent in- 
tervals,

Plans for beginning work on the 
two viaducts to span the Georgia rail- 
road at-Pryor street and Central ave- 
nue was given impetus Wednesday, 
following action of Fulton county com- 
missioners, in naming a committee to 
eonfer with committees to be appoint- 
ed by city council and citizens of At- 
lanta. The decision followed appeals 
by Reuben Arnold and other leading 
Atlantans asking that definite action 
be taken as soon as possible.

“Nothing could have a better psy 
chological effect on Atlanta and-this 
section of the state than the beginning 
of construction of viaducts and the 
new city hall,” Mr. Arnold said. “It 
will inspire immediate construction of 
office and other buildings in sections 
near them, estimated at $20,000,000. 
I believe.” 

_ Will Divide Expense. 

The proposal is for the city 
pay one-fourth of the total cost of 
the construction of the viaducts. th® 
county one-fourth, the Georgia Rail- 
way and Power company one-fourth. 
and rallroacs one-fourth, making a 
total estimated outlay of about $500.- 
000 each. 

The contract to pave Mayson ave- 
nue from Peachtree road to Piedmont 
avenue was awarded to the Meador 
Construction company.

‘sought by certain of those opposing it. 

This developed today when it was 
‘disclosed that as many as 50,000 
klansmen may march in the parade, 
despite official announcement from 
klan headquarters here that only 5,000 
would participate. 

This action would be based on an 
ancient statute prohibiting the as- 
sembly of more than 0500 persons 
where there is a possibility of trouble 
arising. An injunction would be 
sought under this statute. _ 

Battalions of the klan will march 
down Pennsylvania avenue past the 
white house 30,000 or more strong, 
it is indicated in a check-up of spe- 
cial trains scheduled to bring klans- 
men to the capital for the demon- 
stration. 

It was recently announced by L. 
A. Mueller. grand kleagle of the Dis- 
trict of Columbia klan that’ ihere 
would be po more than 5,000 in the 
line of march.

Experts Preparing Com- 
plete Picture of Issues 
at Stake in Present 
‘Anthracite Crisis. 


Washington, August 5.—(United 
News.})—In order to break the dead- 
lock between anthracite miners and 
operators at Atlantic City, the gov- 
ernment will attempt to aroyse pwb- 
lic opinion by a large dose of facts. 

A complete picture of the present 
coal situation, just what both sides 
are asking, what each has at stake, 
and how the public will be affected, 
as well as the history of the present 
negotiations, is being prepared by ex- 


partments. 


By presenting these facts to the 


each side is standing, the government 


hopes to force the miners and opera- 
tors back into a conference in order 
that a strike on September 1, when 
the present wage scale expires, will be 
averted. 

The government has no power of 
direct action. If this present effort 
does not bring results, President 
Coolidge may call in Governor Pin- 
chot, of Pennsylvania, again, as he 
did in 1923.

PEANUT FREIGHT RATE 
IS DECLARED TOO HIGH. 

Washington, August 5.— () — 
Rates on peanuts from southern ter- 
ritory to Chicago, Milwaukee, Cleve- 
land and other northern cities were 
held today by the interstate com- 
merce commission to be unreasonably 
high. 

Railroads were ordered to bring 
about a reduction by October 30 by 
decreasing the amounts included in 
the rates for the hauls north of Cin- 
cinnati. 

After October 30 the rates from 
Cincinnati to Chicago must be 27 
cents per 100 pounds instead of 31 
cents: to Milwaukee 30 .nstead of 
34; to Cleveland 26 instead of 30.

Steel Officials 
Resign To Keep 
Men’sWagesUp 


New York. August 5.—(4)—The 
New York World will say tomorrow 
that the Bethlehem Steel corporation 
has announced resignations of three 
chief officials to effect economies and 
avoid necessity of reducing the wages 
of the 10,000 day and night laborers 
it employs. The corporation, with an 
authorized eapitalization of $270,000,- 
000, ranks as the second largest steel 
corporation in the world. ; 

Archibald Johnston, a vice presi- 
dent and right-hand man of Charles 
M. Schwab during the war period, 
when Bethlehem was making millions 
overnight through its spectacular rise 
on the stock market, was the foremost 
to resign. 

H. S. Snyder, another vice presi- 
dent, who has been in direct charge 
of the corporation’s finances for years, 
was the second; William E. Tobias, 
general manager of purchases, was the 
third. 

Rumors that these three had quit 

because of internal dissension were 
vigorously denied by officials of the 
orporation. 
: it wes estimated, The World will 
say, that the steel industry is in a 
bad way financially and that only 
such economies as extreme sacrifice 
on the part of the officials can serious 
trouble be averted. ; 

At about the same time came an 
announcement from the Lukens Steel 
company, a comparatively obscure or- | 
ganization, proclaiming that ifs execu- 
tives had taken a 10 per cent salary 
eut to be able to “do right by their 
workmen.” 

Some experts are taking the two 
announcements together as an indica- 
tion that the industry as a whole must 
be in bad shape.
